The first course in a new honors 
program at PB JC will give students the 
opportunity to write their own cur¬ 
riculum, do their own research, and 
then teach their fellow classmates. 

The new course, “Human Issues: 
Problems and Analysis (IDS 1185)/’ 
will be held Mondays, from 12:10 to 


3:10 p.m. at PBJC Central, beginning 
in the Winter Term. 

“This might be seen as a model in 
education for a New Age,” said Barbara 
Sabonis-Chafee, honors coordinator. 
“The purpose is to provide academ¬ 
ically superior and motivated students 
with an opportunity to engage in a

The first five class sessions will be 
spent orienting the students to the res¬ 
ponsibilities of cooperative learning, 
teaching library research techniques, 
describing computer resources at PBJC 
and explaining the democratic process. 

Then a limited range of themes will be 
presented--World Hunger, Nuclear Arms 
Control, Unrest in Third World Coun¬ 
tries, or Ethics in Business and Science, 
for example. 

The class will pick one issue, and will 
divide into subgroups to explore aspects 
of that topic (economic, cultural, histor¬ 
ical, etc.) 

Each subgroup will devise its own 
goals. One member may agree to read 
and outline a book, another may interview 
a source, still another may contribute 
research from periodicals. 

At the end of the program, each group 
will integrate its information with the 
other groups’ and one “end-product” will

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New Electronic Music Course To Be Offered 


It pervades our lives. It has found its 
way into radio, TV, films, rock, jazz and 
religious groups, theatre, avantgarde 
and experimental music. 

Electronic music is part of today’s larger 
electronic consciousness. 

Because the use of electronic equip¬ 
ment is becoming more prevalent in 
music, Palm Beach Junior College will 
offer a new course during the Winter 
Term, “Introduction to Electronic Mu¬ 
sic,” (MUC 2301) to be held Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays from 9:50 to 
10:50 a.m. at PBJC Central. 

“Every musician should be familiar 
with the basic electronic music equip¬ 
ment: tape recorder, mixer, synthes¬ 
izer, and computer,” said James Gross, 
instructor. 

An outline of course content includes 
basic acoustics, the tape recorder, tape 
editing and mixing, basic concepts of 
electronics, electronic music modules 
and use of the computer. 

“The class will also provide hands-on 
experience working with analog and 
digital synthesizers, and mixing and 
editing in our mini-studio,” he said. 
‘Students will demonstrate their know¬ 
ledge by creating a short piece in the 
electronic medium.”

Ballet Florida To Join PBJC 


Beginning January 1986, Ballet Flor¬ 
ida, this area’s premier dance school, 
will take its first step toward becoming 
part of Palm Beach Junior College, ac¬ 
cording to Reuben Hale, PBJC Human¬ 
ities Chairman. 

“Ballet Florida will eventually be¬ 
come the dance department at PBJC,” 
he said. “We will be offering associate 
in arts and associate in science degrees 
in musical theatre and ballet/jazz.” 

Although the merger is expected to 
be final within five years, PBJC will 
begin by offering 14 dance courses 
during its Winter Term. These will 
range from basic ballet and jazz, to 
intermediate, to advanced ballet with 
point and point and men’s technique. 


All courses will be offered during the 
evening, and will be taught by instruct¬ 
ors from Ballet Florida. Students will 
be placed by audition at whatever level 
for which they are qualified. 

“Ballet Florida has a fine reputation 
for placing its students with some of the 
major dance companies from all over 
the world,” Hale said. 

Some of these include the Stuttgart 
Ballet Company, Royal Winnipeg, Hous¬ 
ton ballet companies, and the Paul Tay¬ 
lor Dance Company.

But they sat transfixed and visibly 
affected, along with everyone else in the 
room, when Collins was introduced. 

Something in the way Laura talked 
about how good it was to be able to see 
all her friends again, and of how won¬ 
derful life is when you get another 
chance, let you know that whatever the 
condition her heart had been on Oct. 
17, it was in the right place at that 
meeting . . . and fully functional. 

“And these wonderful young people. 

.she said. ‘They did not have to stop 
when they were on their way some place 
else.” 

“So I am here. And I want to thank 
them, and to thank all of you for your 
love and support.” 

Ted was merely driving by, returning 
from lunch, when he observed Laura, 
unconscious, hanging partly out of her 
car which was pulled over to the side of 
the road on the PBJC South campus. 

i (She had been on her way home to 
treat an asthma attack. One of the 
other PBJC South faculty members 
had asked one of his students to drive 
her home, and when she collapsed in 
the car, that student, Mark Moskovitz, 


had gone to get help). 

While Moskovitz was gone, Ted stop¬ 
ped and with the help of two other stu¬ 
dents, removed Laura from the car. 

Tammi Clipson, a trained paramedic 
on her way to a test, saw the teacher on 
the ground, turning blue. She knew 
exactly what to do, but three quick 
breaths did not revive Laura, and her 
pulse was very weak. 

When Tammi asked if anyone else 
knew CPR, Ted volunteered, and the 
two worked with skill, persevering even 
though they lost her pulse for a time. 

“It seemed like hours before the 
paramedics arrived,” said Tammi. ‘It 
was terrible having to work without 
equipment, and knowing she had been 
so long without air.” 

After the paramedics took over, Tammi 
went on to her test, arriving 15 minutes 
late. 

Collins, a PBJC teacher for 12 years and 
one of the original faculty members at 
PBJC South, was unconscious for 18 
hours, but recovered fully after a brief 
hospital stay. Her doctor confirms that the 
actions of her two students saved her life. 


BALLET-cont'd from page 2 
dance prep school for children, and will 
include a professional dance company 
which will be in residency at the college.

be compiled. Sabonis-Chafee said results 
will be presented in both a hard copy and 
a videotaped version which will become 
part of a student research library. 

“In this course, the process will be 
really more important than the product,” 
she said. “It wifi be what the students 
make of it” 

Currently, there are no grade-point 
average requirements or other criteria, 
although students were informed when 
they enrolled that the course will demand 
much work on their part 

Sabonis-Chafee said eventually some 
type of criteria will be established, including 
grade-point averages and teacher recom¬ 
mendations.

Armed with rototillers, edgers, wheel¬ 
barrows, shovels, rakes, and hoes a 
dozen students and eight members of 
faculty and staff at PBJC South volun¬ 
teered their time on a Saturday morning 
in October to work at transforming the 
Boca Raton campus into a miniature 
botanical garden. 

Their efforts were directed toward 
Phase I of a total landscaping plan for 
PBJC South, which had been designed 
by Dr. Derek Burch, associate professor 
of ornamental horticulture at the Univ¬ 
ersity of Florida. 

According to Dr. Margaret Maney, 
the plans called for a canopy of trees, 
consisting of carefully chosen species of 
flowering trees from around the world.

“These trees will provide a palette of 
pinks, reds, yellows and purples to be 
enjoyed throughout the year,” she said. 
“Species include yellow poincianas, pink 
and yellow tababuias, jacarandas, crepe 


myrtles and acacias.” 

The plans also include an “understory’ 


of ground cover plants such as jasmine, 
zamia, turnera, and ruellia, and many 
flora native to Florida such as live oak, 
dahoon holly, red maple, sweet bay, co¬ 
coplum, wild coffee, beautyberry, lan- 
tana, and galardia 

Funds from the South Campus Foun¬ 
dation, the PBJC Annual Run of 1985, 
and a special project made possible the 
purchase of the plants for Phase L 

“Many other materials, including 42 
cubic yards of black compost were do¬ 
nated,” Dr. Maney said “We expect 
more donations for Phase II as our horti¬ 
cultural contacts grow and news of our 
efforts is circulated”

PBJC North Hosts 
Community Loaders 


Despite a very rainy day, 111 of an 
expected 119 persons showed up at Jon¬ 
athan’s Landing Thursday morning to 
spend half a day brainstorming about the 
future of Palm Beach Junior College 
North. 

It was the second Community Leaders 
Workshop for the college, and Dr. Ottis 
Smith, Provost, was overjoyed by both 
the number and the quality of the partic¬ 
ipants. 

William Ellrich, manager of personnel 
operations at Pratt & Whitney, who con¬ 
ducted the workshop, reminded every¬ 
one of the first workshop, in November, 
1981, and said that many of the recom¬ 
mendations made by the first group were 
now operating facts at PBJC North. 

Representatives of business, industry, 
government and education, with roughly 
equal numbers from each sector, were 
) split into 13 brainstorming groups, con¬ 
centrating on one of the three key areas of 
college life: Student activity, Academics, 
and Community Involvement 

“This is not your usual group of people,” 
Ellrich said ‘You’ve got a lot of brain¬ 


power operating in there.” 

After a number of ideas had been 
generated, group members assigned prior¬ 
ities, consolidated some ideas, and selected 
the ten best 

Group leaders then met to prepare a final 
report on each of the three areas, and the re¬ 
maining members were given information 
about recent developments at PBJC North 
by Dr. Sarah Pappas, Dean of Instruction, 
Glen Marsteller, chairman of Division H 
and Joan Holcomb, head of the Center for 
Personalized Instruction. 

The final report had about 30 excellent 
suggestions for future action. Among these 
was an idea to make PBJC North an “infor¬ 
mation center'’ of sorts, where people could 
find out about a variety of activities in the 
north county community. 

Other suggestions included soliciting stu¬ 
dents’ opinions when considering new cur¬ 
ricula and keeping the PBJC North Library 
open on weekends. 

Dr. Patricia Dyer explained how some of 
the ideas could be put into effect immed¬ 
iately, while others would have to await 
better funding.
